BETHLEHEM. West Bank — Heavy Israeli 
security in Manger Square set Palestinian resi- 
dents grumbling Friday 'despite expectations of 
the biggest Christmas crowd in years in the town 
—where Jesus was’ bom. 

This is the first year since Israel occupied the 
West Bank 27 years ago that the Palestinians are 
— in^ehargc^qf-the-lloliday-decorations under thc_ 
new Palesinian self-rule authority. But security

Backers of the local proposal were 
guardedly elated after the selection was 
announced Friday. ‘ 

"We’ve got to honestly assess this 
thing and decide if wc can handle it,” 
said Kent Just, executive director of the 
Twin Falls Area Chamber of Commerce. 

“The time to study these issues isn't 
coming, it's here right now," Just said. 

Overall. 13 Communities in eight 
states were chosen from a list of about

around 20.

"We’re pleased that wc made the short 
list, but there’s still a. lot of work that 
needs to be done to see if it's the best 
fit," said Twin Falls City Manager Tom 
Courtney. 

At this point, the next step is to scruti- 
nize what effect the 3.500-job Micron 
factory would have on schools, public 
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utilities, water supplies, sewers, county 
roads, city streets, police protection, fire 
protection, recreational facilities and 
county services such as courts, Courtney

Micron friends, foes in Magic Valley 
urge caution in considering development

TWIN FALLS - There goes the neigh- 
borhood. 

“That was the message Friday from Mi- - 
cron Technology Inc. opponents, who 
said the Magic Valley’s quality of life 
will suffer if a SI. 3 billion semiconduc- 
tor plant is built here. 

But supporters, such as Twin Falls 
County Commissioner-elect Dennis 
Maughan,.view the plant and its 3,500 
high-tech jobs as a “great opportunity” to 
bring a "community-minded” computer 
company to the Twin Falls area. 

Friday’s announcement that the Magic 
Valley is one of 13 finalists for the pro- 
ject has divided residents and business 
owners who view Micron os an cconom- 


Micron Technology Inc. will 
choose a site for its now_$1.3.bil^ 
lion factory sometime after Febru- 
ary. 

In the meantime, the company 
will: 

• Distribute a detailed list of 
questions on Wednesday to 13 
communities that remain in the 
running, allowing two weeks to re-, 
spond.- 


• Dispatch a six-person team of 
Jop^executives _to_visit_1 3_commu-_ 

nities in eight states. The selection 
team will inspect more than 13 po- 
tential sites. 

• Cull the list of potential loca- 
tions down to a "short list* of three 
to five finalists by the end of 
February. However, Micron does 
not plan to publicly announce that 
list.

FAIRFAX, Minn. - Most mornings, -J^ycapold" 
Steven Ziegler, his 4-ycar-old brother Nathan and their 
mother walked down their long farm driveway to sec big 
brother David off to first grade. »■ . 

The younger boys could hardly wail for their turn to 
hop on the bus and go to school. <- - , 

On Wednesday, classes were delayed for two hours be- 
cause of thick fog. When the bus finally pulled up to 
David’s stop, his brothers fell in behind him to say hello 
to Elaine, the driver, as their mother stood a few feet 
away. . • 

Then Desiree Ziegler saw, a tractor-trailer truck cut 
through the fog and head straight for her boys. 

"Run!" she yelled. 

The boys scrambled, but oil three were hit as the truck, 
swerving to avoid the empty school bus, plowed into a 
snowy ditch. 

Steven was killed. The two older boys were critically 
injured. . 

The tragedy stunned the small town of about 1,300 
people, where everybody seems to know the Zieglers. 
This Christmas, St. Andrew’s Catholic Church' prepared 
for both Christmas Eve Mass and Steven’s funeral today. 

• The Zieglers arc known for their faith. They pitch in at 
church events. Mrs. Ziegler sits on the parish board of ed- 
ucation, and they visit sh&t-ins around town. 

Ziegler is a hog and crop fanner, as. were his father and - 
grandfather. The mobile home_whcrc*thcy jive is a mile 
from the farm where Frank grew up. Generations of 
Zieglers have been baptized at St. Andrew’s. 

“Frank and Desiree both arc just uplifting people," said; 

"I think they’re 
just as well-respcctcd as anyone could ever hope to be."

Weak high pressure was centered over the Salmon area 
Friday, 

Another weather system moving in from off the Washing- 
ton coast brought clouds to the panhandle while forcing 
slightly warmer air over Idaho in the afternoon. 

Another storm system centered along the Mexico and Ari- 
zona border brought middle and high level clouds into south- 
ern and central Idaho. 

Temperatures ranged from the upper teens to the mid 40s. 
Winds were light and easterly most of the day. 


Torrential rain and high wind pounded the East Coast Fri- 
day, knocking out power to thousands inffouth Carolina and 
forcing dozens of people to flee their flooded homes. 

In the West, rain fell across parts of Southern California 
and into the Southwest deserts, with some snow in the moun- 
tain regions. 

Up to 7 inches of rain fell in 24 hours across parts of Ker- 
shaw, Lee and Sumter counties in eastern South Carolina. 
Water was up to the windows of parked cars in Myrtle 
Beach, S.C. 

. At least 75 families were evacuated in Camden, SlC., after 
a rain-swollen pond flooded homes in a trailer park. Up to 60 
people were evacuated in Lake City. S.C. Many roads were 
under 6 to 1 2 inches of water. 

At least two storm-related deaths were reported in South 
Carolina. A wreck on a slick highway killed one woman and 
another apparently drowned in a water-filled ditch after be- 
ing struck by a car, police said. 


About 5.300 customers losrclectricity-aeross-the-rcgion— 
but serv ice to most was restored by midday, officials said. 
Flash flood warnings were posted for the much of central 
and eastern South Carolina, and the region around Wilming- 
ton. N.C. 

Wind gusted to up to 62 mph at Sumter, S.C.. and 55 mph 
in Columbia. S.C. Heavy surf warnings were in effect due to 
seas as high as 25 feet. 

The northward-moving storm whipped up high wind as far 
north as southern New England. Wind gusts of up to 60 mph 
were exported along with 2 to 5 inches of rain from the Car- 
olinas to southern New England. " '• 

Out West, d low pressure system dumped rain and moun- 
tain snow across Southern California and into the Southwest. 
Up to 6 inches of snow fell at Big Bear Lake in the moun- 
tains north of Los Angeles, with up to a quarter inch of rain 
in the Mojave Desert. 

Rain and mountain snow also spread into Arizona and 
southern Utah, and were expected to move into central and ~ 
southern Colorado and the southern Rockies.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Clinton and his wife Hillary 
went their separate ways for last- 
minute Christmas shopping Friday 
— but4hc-firsi-lady-said-shc had no 
special “wish list” for Santa Claus. 

“1 really don't want anything and 
I mean that,” she said. 

“1 know you hale people who say 
that," Mrs. Clinton told CNN inter- 
viewer Lurry King. "But I feel so 
blessed and so lucky that I can't 
think of anything thnt 1 want except 
a lot of love and my family." 

It seemed clear she would get 
more than thnt. 

Clinton directed his motorcade 
through Northwest Washington for 


a 95-minulc shopping spree at up- 
scale Georgetown Park shopping 
mall, I 

His purchases included four 
video cassettes, colorful sweaters 
and at least two unidentified pur- 
chases. One was from a shop that 
specializes in signed documents and 
letters from past presidents and oth- 
er historic figures; the other a little 
something from a posh jewelry 
store. 

Mrs. Clinton was more guarded 
about her gift for her husband. 

"Oh, that’s a secret and 1 can't 
tell you that; we don’t open until 
Christmas morning,” she said in re- 
marks recorded for the CNN's 


“Larry King Weekend" program. 

She did describe the gift as "mod- 
erate” and said it will be at or near 
the center of the room. 

"So it will be a moderate, centrist 
sort of gift,” she said, laughing. 

Mrs. Clinton and her daughter, 
Chelsea, did their own last-minuie 
shopping for family and friends in a 
three-hour stroll to shops in Old 
Town in Alexandria, Va. 

They visited a book store, a bak- 
ery, a boutique specializing in baby 
gifts, an arts and crafts store and an 
establishment colled “The Scottish 
Merchant."

That catl was made at 1:13 p.m. Hall reached 
.the emergency room at 1:37 and was pronounced 
dead at 1:54 p.m. 

Hayden Lake Fire Chief Wayne Sythc said he 
did not know why his district’s state-licensed am- . 
bulancc was not used. He has asked county offi- 
cials to look into “the attitude and the actions of 
some of the medical personnel involved.”

Religious songs hit sour note in Lewiston schools 


LEWISTON (AP) — For Lewiston 
music director Brent Carlson, the 
sounds of young school children 
singing carols like “Away in a 
Manger" kindles warm feelings of 
goodwill and joy for the Christmas 
“season. 

But for parents like Diane Baumgan 
of Moscow, the song represents a reli- 
gious doctrine that has no place in the 
public schools. 

Nationally, many school- districts. 
particularly those with culturally 
diverse students, are phasing out 
Christmas carols in favor of secular, or 
non-religious, music. 

Winter concerts have replaced tradi- 
tional Christmas themes in many cities 
and schoolchildren rarely perform in 
Christmas pageants about the birth of., 
Jesus, enacted by previous genera- 
tions. 

The issue has puzzled music 
instructors, fired up religious leaders 
both Christian and non, and caused 
parents at both ends of the spectrum 
serious concern. The American Civil 
Liberties Union has challenged reli- 
gious music programs in schools on - 
the bnsis.that the words in Christmas 
songs arc simply prayers put to music. 

"I just wish that people would put 
themselves in the position of a mem- 
ber of a minority religion." said -Jack 
Van Valkcnburgh, spokesman for the 
ACLU in Boise. ’

Debate centers on whether star 
of Bethlehem was real or allegory

. Now when Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judaea in the days of 
Herod the king, behold, there came 
wise men- from the caBt to 
Jerusalem, saying, Where is he that 
is bom King of the Jews for we 
have seen his 8 tar in the east, and 
are come to worship him. (Matthew 
2 : 1 - 2 ) 

The story of the star that guided 
the Magi to the Christ’ Child has 
captured the imaginations of artists 
and poets for two millenniums. 

. The account, which appears only 
in Matthew, was not written down 
until nearly 100 years after Jesus’ 
birth and is considered by most 
biblical.sc holars to be alle gorical: 
-But that hasn’t stopped, many 
believers -from wondering if some 
actual astronomical event occurred 
-at-that-tirae.that. might explain the 
star officthlchcm. - 
- After all, allegory or not, parts of 
the story arc factual: Jesus was a 
historical .figure; there was a Herod. 
Was there also a star? 

The most plausible explanation is 
that the star of Bethlehem was 
actually the conjunction of two or 
three planets — their appearance ‘ 
very near each other — probably 
somewhere in the sky that would 


have been significant to astrologers 
of the day. 

Roger W. Sinnott, an associate 
editor at Sky & -Telescope 
magazine; has computed the 
positions of the visible planets from 
12 B.C. to A.D, 7 and found about 
20 planetary conjunctions that 
might have been considered 
significant. < 

Three times during 7 B.C., Jupiter 
and Saturn approached to about I 
degree of each other — about twice 
the diameter of the moon — -then 
moved apart again. This triple 
conjunction has been known since 
,nt least 1603, when a similar event 
occurred and astronomer Johannes 
Kepler calculated back to find when 
it might hove qccurred through

Craig Robinson, curator of the 
Copcmican Planetarium at Central 
Connecticut State University in 
New Britain, said the triple 
conjunction of Jupiter and r Saturn 
would have appeared - in the 
constellation Pisces, -which to early 
astrologers was associated with the 
Hebrew notion. 

’ The appearance of planets in 
Pisces could have indicated to 


Persian astrologers that they should 
go to Palestine, Robinson said. 

This conjunction has been n 
particularly attractive one because it 
almost definitely occurred during 
the life of King Herod. 

Although the evidence is 
inconclusive, it has long been 
believed that Herod died in 4 B.C. 
Early histories said that a lunar 
eclipse occurred not long before he 
died, and such an eclipse is known 
to have occurred in March of 4 B.C. 

Sinnott, however, says that was 
only a partial eclipse of the moon 
arid that there was a much more 
noticeable, total eclipse’ in 1 B.C. 
He believes the star of Bethlehem 
was actually a very.- bright 
conjunction of Venus and Jupiter in 

the year 2 B.C. ■ 

Among the possible explanations . 
for the star of Bethlehem, "It’s 
certainly the best one I've ever heard." 

. said Charles E. J*»vii, director of the- 
Stamford Museum observatory in 
Connecticut “This would have been a 
brilliant star-like object.” 

To some, whether this object was 
the star of Bethlehem is all but 
irrelevant. 

“It’s a little ham-handed to ask 
was there really a big star,” said' 
Wayne A. Meeks, a professor at 
Yale Divinity School. "It flies in the 
face of the quality of the story".

WASHINGTON — Nancy 
Cartwright, the voice of animated 
television character Bart 
Simpson, is less well known as a 
spokeswoman, for the Church of 
Scientology. 'little-understood 
church of choice, tbr Hollywood 
lights such as John Travolta and 
Tom Cruise. 

Cartwright. 36. was in 
Washington recently to celebrate 
the church’s 40th anniversary, 
and to explain, in an interview, 
why she became a Scientologist. 

"I was bummed because I 
hadn’ t ha d a com mitted re l ation- 
ship - in my life," she said. 11 1 was - 
rapidly approaching 30 and I 
wanted 'to get married and have 
kids. I thought that maybe I c3uld 
find a relationship by going to a 
church." 

She chose the Church of 
Scientology, she said, after 
attending a barbecue with some 
actor friends. AH were 
Scientologists and all had thriv- 
ing careers. And all had come 
with partners. 

Cartwright began reading the 
works of L. Ron Hubbard, ^ie late 
science fiction writer and philoso- 
pher whose books and lectures form 
the church’s “scriptures." The semi- 
nal work was "Dianctics: The 
Modem Science of Mental Health," 
published in 1950. 

In Hubbard’s works, 
£art wright encountered a passage 
on shedding the pain of loss. 

> "1 felt he was talking directly to 
me,” said Cartwright, who said 
she’s had her share of unrequited - 
loves. “I said to myself, ‘I want 
to slop that feeling.’ " 

Six years ago. on her birthday, 
she met the man that she "knew I 
would marry." Her husband, 
Warren Murphy, has been a 
Scientologist for more than 20 
years. They have two children.

aggressive response to its critics. 
In the early ’80s. 1 I officials, 
including Hubbard’s wife, went 
to prison for their role in a cam- 
paign to steal damaging docu- 
ments from the Internal Revenue 
Serviec and the FBI. 

Two years ago, the church filed 
a S416 million libel suit against 
Time magazine, which published' 
a 1991 cover story called

Scientology." 

In' 1993. after years of investi- 
gation. the Internal Revenue 
Service ruled that the Church of 
Scientology International and its 
150 U.S. churches qualified as a 
religion for non-profit status. 

The church says it has fi mil- 
lion members in 107 countries, 
yet its leaders say that many peo- 
ple 'are unaware of what the 
church leaches or stands for. So 
they came to Washington, along 
with Cartwright and singer Isaac 
Hayes, to promote the church's 
literacy and anti-drug programs, 
and to launch “What Is- 
Scientology?" a traveling exhibit. 

Cartwright began her sojourn 
by undergoing a “purification 


in voltes "sitting in a sauna lor 
hours and taking lots of vitamins 
... and running." she said. 

The purification took place at* 
Celebrity Centre in Hollywood, • 
one of 13 such centers operated by 
tiie church to provide artists a “sale 
environment” for study and pursuit 
of spiritual fulfillment. Other 
Scientologist celebrities include 
jazz musician Chick Corea, Optra 
singer Julia Mi genes, rock bassist 
Billy Sheehan and actress Anne 
Archer. 

Scientologists believe that a 
'person consists of three parts: 
body , mind and"*! h L‘tan;"-orspin — 
it. The mind consists of an intelli- 
gent "analytical mind” and a sub- 
conscious or “reactive” mind. 
The analytical iniiui must identify 
and control the images, called 
engrains, of past pain harbored by 
the reactive mind. 

Identification is supposed to 
occur through “auditing.” a regi- 
men that delves gradually deeper 
into the subconscious. An “audi- 
tor" asks questions while the sub- 
ject holds two metal cans wired 
to an l:-mcicr -- elcctropsy- 
cliometer — which responds 
when painful mental images 
"impinge against the* body." A 
person who. .works out all the 
painful images is “clear.” The 
process can cost thousands of 
dollars.

Was this a par result? Proba- 
bly. What might the defense have 
done differently? East's deception 
in his play of the clubs was a good 
move, but he could have done 
even better. Instead of ruffing the 
third club with his jack, he should 
have ruffed with his king! After 
that, only a most suspicious de- 
clarer would fail to place the 
trump jack with West. And in- 

. South was the big favorite to cash 
his ace and queen of trumps, hop- ' 
ing to drop J-x from West.
